the town and commands the entrance 
to the harbor. 
They are fairly' well 
Armed, possessing two small m odern 
cahnon, as well as plenty of am m uni­ 
tion, and are commanded by a Nic­ 
araguan. 
Among them are many Nic­ 
araguan and Costa Bitan liberals. 
The liberal position is strong and 
the situation is likely to remain as it 
Is until one side or the other m akes 
an attack. Such an attack would sub­ 
ject the attacking party to the severe 
Are of their opponents, as it would 
be necessary to pass from Boras del 
Toro to Provision island, or vice versa.

The United S tates consular agent 
in Boras del Toro has made an urgent 
appeal to the United States consul in 
Colon to tend a gunboat. Commander 
Sargent of the United States gunboat 
Machias Is fully Informed of the situa­ 
tion, and if thia doe* not improve 
shortly the M achias probably will pro­ 
ceed to Bocas del Toro. 
The liberals 
on Provision island say the presence 
of the Machias will not alter the situa­ 
tion. as they have in no way Inter­ 
fered with or Injured foreigners, and 
the government atone is responsible

Many houses in Roca* del Toro con­ 
tinually ay American.

Labor day in Brainerd was cele­ 
brated this year with all the pomp 
and dignity which attend the usual 
festivities of a well arranged and 
well carried out exhibition of the 
products of the different mercantile 
and commercial enterprises, to say 
nothing of the practical and oft 
times elaborate demonstrations of 
the craft and workmanship of the 
different mechanical pursuits. There 
was not the slightest purturbation of 
the plans as they had been well 
outlined by an able body of men. the 
committees wrestling with the ar­ 
duous duties which always presents 
themselves with a celebration of this 
kind, having been well repaid when 
^ h e results of their labor became re­ 
alizations. 
The parade, 
the ad­ 
dresses, the sports and the social 
features of the day were all that 
could be asked for and the day 
passes into history as one of the 
most memorable since the beginning, 
when the spots now marked by mon­ 
uments of industry

The Events of the Day Will Long Re Remember­ 


ed by All Who Participated. 


Labor day in Brainerd was cele­ 
brated this year with all the pomp 
and dignity which attend the usual 
festivities of a well arranged and 
well carried out exhibition of the 
products of the different mercantile 
and commercial enterprises, to say 
nothing of the practical and oft 
times elaborate demonstrations of 
the craft and workmanship of the 
different mechanical pursuits. There 
was not the slightest purturbation of 
the plans as they had been well 
outlined by an able body of men, the 
committees wrestling with the ar­ 
duous duties which always presents 
themselves with a celebration of this 
kind, haring been well repaid when

“Labor is king! In the days of 
ancient Rome, when the imperial city 
sat upon ber seven bills and ruled 
the world, it was said that to tie a 
Roman were greater than to be a 
king. Today at the dawn of the 
21*h century; labor ia king, 
tabor 
is the atlas upon whose broad shoul­ 
der* the world is sustained. 
“It is well that organized labor 
should keep pace with organized 
capital, but let us hope that broad­ 
minded. conservative ideas may pre­ 
vail with 
difference* between them may 


jtivilization; think of the noble men 
who fought so bravely during the 
civil strife, of the million who gave 
up their lives in that memorable 
struggle; when we think of the grand 
body of meo, who, today by labor 
and toil, send out millions of dollars 
worth of goods to foreign countries 
and who consume millions of dollars 
worth more, thereby making ua the 
greatest of commercial nations; when 
we think of all this we see how fit 
and proper it ia that a day should be 
»et aside in honor of the laborer.’’ 
The speaker then dealt with the 
question aa to how the day should be 
celebrated and favored good whole­ 
some entertainment, but he urged in 
this day when then* are all sorts of 
upheavals and in the day of horseless 
carriages and cowless milk, there is 
one thing the laboring men must do. 
That Is to study. Prejiare them wives 
for any emergency so as to be able 
to form an intelligent opinion on any 
question which may come before 
them. And when the laboring classes 
are more familiar with the political j 
and financial questions of the day 
and can cope with other question»,

day? That he not only made that 
day a day of rest but a day holy unto 
himself as well. 
“It is said he finished I lie job on the 
seventh day and thut was one thing 
the speaker did uot quite understand. 
It really don't makemuch difference, 
however, so long ss He told us to 
knock off work on that last day and 
rest. And for centuries bis chosen 
people kept the command faithfully 
and well- even religiously. Another 
day has been kept in memory of the 
second great event of the world sime 
Constantine got religion -the fact of 
a risen Christ. Most all have done 
very well, too, going to churc h, that 
is those of us who are fortunate 
enough to have wives to send along 
as proxies and thus escape the con­ 
tribution box.
